In a phone interview with 
Robert (Bud) Ovrom, who 
has been city manager for 
Monrovia for five years and 
assistant city manager in 
charge of redevelopment for 
two years before that, he 
pointed to public and private 
beautification of a town as 
the secret of putting a city 
back on the map. And at 
one time Monrovia was one 
of those cities. 

Speaking from experience 
in a town that was slowly 
going down the tubes, Ovrom 
said the five-year rise was not 
easy and that everyone in¬ 
volved had worked “long 
and arduously” toward its 
completion. 

It was only five years ago, 
he said, that Monrovia was 
“down and out,” that 30*% 
of the storefronts were va¬ 
cant and that the local town 
joke was “The last person 
out of Monrovia please turn 
out the lights.” 

They knew that drastic 
measures were needed to pull 
the town up from what 
seemed to be certain demise. 

The general philosophy then 
for Monrovia is much like 
the one for Sierra Madre now, 
except that Sierra Madre is 
far from the dire straits Mon¬ 
rovia found itself in five years 
ago. 

They asked themselves 
what Sierra Madre merchants 
are asking themselves these 
days: “Where are we going?”

James McRea, city admims- 
trator and CRA executive 
director, indicated there was at 
least one additional entity ex¬ 
pressing interest in the former 
city hall, now that it was back 
on the market.

The council was forced to 
exercise their official duties 
with a large pile of trash 
dumped on the floor in front 
of them. 

Jan Maddox, of north Au¬ 
burn, told the cousicil mem¬ 
bers she had collected the ac¬ 


cumulation of empty liquor 
and beer bottles, cigarette 
butts, match books from the 
road around the Auburn Flood 
Control Basin last week. 

Terming the trash as “ingre¬ 
dients for a conflagration,” 
Maddox pointed out that the 
suTTOuntbng area has 4’ high 
dry grass and 8-10’ high brush 
and that most of the cigarette 
remains indicated they had not 
been extinguished when 
thrown out but had, in fact, 
been “disposed of’ while still 
lit. 

Maddox told the council the 
trash pile contained 103 once- 
full containers of beer and 
liquor, 109 liquor caps and 
pull tabs, 4 once-full match 
books; 10 once-full cigarette 
packs, a candle and 1S5 ciga¬ 
rette butts. (None of the 
council members attempted 
to verify her count.) 

Claiming the area consti¬ 
tutes one of the worst fire 
hazards in the city, she asked 
why the Flood Control Basin 
was “exempt” from citation 
for failing to clear the area 
of weeds and brush and why 
the trash was allowed to 
accumulate.

Assures Residents

A “car I.D. program,” 
which sounds so simple but 
will undoubtedly have great 
significance in the safety of 
the residents in Upper Hast¬ 
ings Ranch, has already be¬ 
gun rolling in that area bound¬ 
ed by Riviera Drive, Sierra 
Madre Blvd. and Michillinda. 

Gene Ramaker, a trustee 
of the UHRA board, intro¬ 
duced the idea of giving every 
auto owner in the 1100-fam¬ 
ily area one of these one- 
inch stickers to place on the 
back of his or her auto mir¬ 
ror. That identification can 
easily assure firefighters, 
police and disaster patrols 
that the person with a sticker 
is part of the association and 
is “legal” in the area. 

Ramaker said recently,- “In 
case of emergencies such as a 
fire or an earthquake, certain 
parts of UHR would prob¬ 


ably be blocked off. Residents 
would only be allowed to re¬ 
turn to their homes if they 
had proper identification, and 
that identification would be 
the stickers on their autos. 
Another benefit would be the 
assurance of night police pa¬ 
trols that autos bearing the 
sticker belonged in the area 
and were no those of un¬ 
authorized persons.” 

Ramaker made up packets 
for the 44 block captains and 
presented them recently, and 
the captains will in turn give 
the stickers to the families in 
their designated areas. 

Before Ramaker presented 
his idea to the association, 
he contacted the Pasadena 
police who, according to 
Pam Edwards, publicist of 
UHRA, were excited and very 
supportive. 

“The Lariat,” the official 
newspaper of the association 


area, is now sponsoring a 
logo contest for the sticker. 
That logo will be continued 
in each year’s sticker supply. 
Only the color will be dif¬ 
ferent, she says. 

This year’s sticker, of 
course, is simply constructed 
since it was only a temporary 
sticker. The car identifica¬ 
tion will be valid from Jan¬ 
uary to January in the future. 

When asked if the stickers 
cost the association members, 
Edwards explained that the 
cost is included in the dues 
collected yearly which also 
pays for the publication of 
the Lariat. 

Ramaker says the idea isn’t 
original since it is used by 
large parking structures. 

So far about 3000 have been 
ordered which equals out to 
about two-and-a-half per 
home, Ramaker reports.

We’re glad we don’t have that crew to feed 
and care for at home. 

Protect your animals 
from reptiles, insects 

We read recently that snakebites of 
domestic animals are on the upswing and 
since we live In an area where snakes are rea¬ 
sonably common, it’s worth more than a 
mention. 

Although the bite from a poisonous rep¬ 
tile Is seldom fatal, the Southern California 
Veterinary Medical Association tells us that 
all bites are serious. Venom can cause ex¬ 
tensive destruction of tissue, sometimes re¬ 
quiring skin grafts or even amputation. 

Pets usually view a snake as another new 
playmate and that’s why the problem can be 
a serious one. 

Dogs are bitten more frequently than 
humans and llt’s usually on their noses or 
heads. 

The SCVMA says bites on the nose and 
head are the most dangerous because of the 
tremendous swelling that rapidly foffSws. 
Swelling around the head also puts pressure on 
the nostrils and windpipe, causing the animal 
to have great difficulty In breathing. 

Treatment is aimed at removing as much 
venom as possible and slowing the spread of 
the remainder beyond the site of the bite. 

The animal should be kept quiet and the 
limb Immobilized. Tourniquets should be ap¬ 
plied loosely enough to impede spreading 
venom but not to cut off circulation of blood. 

Fleas, ticks and mosquitoes also pose a 
special problem since eggs which have lain 
dormant in cooler days hatch in warm months. 

If an animal becomes Infested, it Is wisest 
to consult a veterinarian. 

The insect capable of causing the greatest 
danger to dogs Is the mosquito. This tiny 
Insect can transmit heartworm disease which 
can become a killer If left untreated. 

In summary, pets should be protected 
from summertime reptiles and insect exposure. 

After all, they’re In your care and reflect your 
care.

Star’s Dreams Are Fulfilled

It hardly seems possible that a child raised in 
the middle of pastoral U.S.A.—Kansas—could 
become a reasonably famous ballerina in Europe, 
but it happened. To Helga deKansky, most recently 
of Sierra Madre. 

The Norwegian/Scotch-Irish girl had watched 
with shining eyes as ballet visions moved gracefully 
across the movie screen, and she had gaped at the 
stage in Topeka, unbelieving, where the beauty of 
Kurt Jooss, dance innovator and creator, brought 
cheers from the audience. 

How could she know then that she would travel 
to Paris where ballet and all the arts have thrived 
from the very beginning of time? 

And now she has come full circle from ballerina 
to director of The Concert Ballet of California 
located in the heart of Pasadena. And deKansky i 
has enjoyed every moment from her first ballet 
lesson to the present when she instills in her students 
an awareness of themselves and their capability of 
dance and all its pleasures. 

Even though it happened faster for her than 
for many others, it wasn’t an overnight 
transformation from star-struck child to instant 


success. 

From the moment she started her ballet lessons 
at age 6, with her sister, she realized that this 
' is what she wanted to do the rest of her life. Her 
sister soon tired of the lessons but Helga Monson 
ate each ballet session with total relish and 
enthusiasm. 

“I was willing to do anything just to dance,” 
she said recently. 

So when she met Mois Zlatin, conductor of the 
Ballet Theatre (now American Ballet Theatre) 
Orchestra, on tour with the company in Atlanta 
where she and her family were then residing, and 
he asked her “Do you want to work as if you were 
in a convent?”, she said yes. 

The day after she graduated from high school 
Helga Monson boarded a train for New York. 

She studied with Madame Anderson-Ivantzova, 
formerly prima ballerina of the Bolshoi Ballet in 
Russia. Within three years, when most youths are 
graduating from college, she began her professional 
career with the Colonel de Basil’s Ballet Russe in 
London and Paris. Then she became a soloist with 
the Grand Ballet du Marquis de Cuevas. For eight 
years she stayed with them, working with 
:horeographers Massine, Nijinska, Dolin, Lichine, 
Balanchine, Taras and Dollar. 

She danced the roles of “Queen of the Willis” 
in Giselle, Taglioni and Grisi in “Pas de Quatre,” 
“Design for Six” (Taras) “Jeux” (Lichine), principal

A bit of American folklore 
will be recreated in Mon¬

While the term “brush ar¬ 
bor revival” is unfamiliar to 
many Californians, it’s nos¬ 
talgic for old-timers native to 
the southeastern states. 

Around the turn of the 
century, news of a revival 
meeting commonly drew 
crowds too large for the small 
hosting church to accommo¬ 
date. When forced out-of- 
doors into the blistering heat, 
brush-covered arbors were 
built to provide ample shade 
and space for the meetings. 

To recreate that old-time 


atmosphere, a brush arbor 
will be erected on the front 
lawn of the church, located 
at 528 W. Duarte Road, Mon¬ 
rovia. The structure will com¬ 
ply with city fire and safety 
codes. 

In addition to gospel preach¬ 
ing, the program will feature 
congregational singing and 
music by special guests Sun¬ 
day at the morning worship 
hour beginning at 11 a.m. 
and the evening worship 
hour beginning at 7 p.m. 
and each week night from 
7:30 to 9 p.m. 

On Sunday, August 23, a 
full day singing program and 
dinner on the grounds will 
conclude the revival.

Through papers they discovered, the Fowler/ 
Leeland couple figured out the house was one built byi 
a man named Yerxa. They found Virginia Yerxa 
Hess (who had been raised in the house) and wrote 
her, explaining they were the new owners. And 
she responded not only via letter but in person. 

Her father had built the house and she left home in 
1921. She returned this year, 60 years later, and 
walked through not believing what she was seeing, 
Fowler explained. It was a remarkable piece of 
deja vu for Virginia Hess. 

Fowler is a California native while her husband, 
Leeland, was born in Vancouver. Although she was 
a philosophy major, she decided to go back to college 
and get her music degree since that was the direction she 
seemed to be taking. She was supported financially 
by her parents. 

Leeland, on the other hand, took violin lessons 
beginning at the age of 7. He hated to practice and 
couldn’t wait to be old enough to quit. 

When he was in his senior grade in school, 
he really became serious with his music, he says 
and used money he’d saved to apply toward his 
education. 

Leeland moved with his family to Los Angeles 
from Canada in 1954, attended public school in L.A. 
and went to USC, graduating with a major in music 
education. 

Both professional musicians took jobs teaching 
in the same type of musical climate they had 
enjoyed as children. 

When Larry Leeland left the Pasadena School 
system to become the first music teacher at John 
Marshall Fundamental School, Lisa took his place. 
And that’s when they met and decided to spend the 
rest of their lives together. 

But it had always been in the back of his 
mind to be a part of a symphony orchestra, and in 
1978 after auditioning for the San Diego Symphony, 
he won, and has been playing with them since. 

He also freelances with other orchestras in the area. 

Lisa’s mother was a professional woman so 
“the idea of working for a living isn’t new to me.” 

Where are they going? Nowhere. They hope to 
stay in Sierra Madre, which has gotten under their 
skins, and do a room a year in their wonderful old 
house —and be together all the time.

nent domain.” 

He went on, “Our first 
priority was senior citizen 
housing. We constructed 150 
units and met our own goal 
of higher residerttial density 
as well as providing housing 
for those who needed it. And 
we were able to get back on 
the market those huge homes 
in which older people had 
been living alone. Young 
couples began buying homes.” 

Was the senior housing suc¬ 
cessful? “We now have a 12- 
year waiting list because those 
older people are now looking 
for more senior housing with¬ 
in walking distance of down¬ 
town stores.” 

There’s also a 97-unit 
family condominium project 
under construction aimed for 
the low- to moderate-in¬ 
come families. The land has 
been sold to the developer 
with specific goals that the 
condos will be low-priced. 

Another 50-unit condo¬ 
minium development, aimed 
at prospective purchasers able 
to pay the going rate, has 
fair market values tacked 
onto it. 

The last point considered, 
Ovrom said, was increased 
downtown parking. Mer¬ 
chants voted down one park¬ 


ing lot but they now have 
one through the CRA and 
are in the process of working 
out another. He explained 
that hundreds of parking 
places were acquired through 
development of a parking as¬ 
sessment district. 

“Right now when the eco¬ 
nomy is down is when you 
have to do your planning so 
when the economy picks up, 
you’re ready. You don’t 
want to wait until money is 
looking up before you start 
formulating the future of the 
town,” Ovrom advised. 

He added, “This type of 
redevelopment (which Mon¬ 
rovia has almost completed) 
is absolutely necessary. I can 
statistically bear it out with 
sales tax. We have charts 
available so we know dollar 
for dollar it’s been a good 
investment. And we have 
more than reaped our re¬ 
turn. It’s also a tremen¬ 
dous stimulus to local econo¬ 
my. Also, in an intangible 
factor, it’s been good for the 
psyche of Monrovia. Day 
after day we run into people 
who compliment us and say 
‘Things are surely looking 
better here.’ They are. We 
look better and we feel bet¬ 
ter about Monrovia.”
